Cameras, especially of the Komsomolets make, were also available 
for about 60 rubles. Leiea cameras were not always available, and 
there was almost always a short supply of 35 ram. film. 


The normal daily menu of a worker’s family consisted of: 

a. Breakfast? tea and black bread 

b . Dinner : soup or borsfoeh; the second course was meat and 

potatoes on macaroni twice weekly; and once or 
twice a week it was boiled or broiled fish with 
some vegetables. The rest of the time the second 
course consisted of either gruel, home-fried 
potatoes, or cabbage. 

c. Supper consisted normally of one course; this was either a 
warmed-up meal of leftovers or some gruel and potatoes, or a 
glass of milk and a cheese sandwich. 

One first-class restaurant in Gelendzhlk served dinner of soup or 
borshcfe.a meat course with potatoes and one vegetable for 11 to 12 
rubles. One hundred grams of vodka in this place cost 5i to 6| 
rubles. The second-class restaurants served the same dinner for 
o rubles; and 100 grams of vodka sold for 4| to 5\ rubles, depending 
on its legal price. Such second-class places normally did not 
any profit on beverages. 


The social life in Gelendzhlk was quite well developed. On Sunday 
and other holidays there were usually many family parties attended 
by' relatives and friends. Tea and some cheap wine was usually served 
on such occasions. The young people at their own parties usually 
drank vodka and beer. 


There were two movie houses in Gelendzhlk. The price of a ticket was 
from 2 to 4$ rubles in the evening. The children’s matinee cost one 
ruble.
